The math program at the 
Ant ioch Upper Grade School la 
called the Continuous Progress 
Laboratory of C.PiL. 

The program includes aspects 
of the preyious "Individually 
Prescribed Instruction'* or 
I.PI. program, but is much- 
broader in scope and sequence.
